The Chicago Tribune in a rambling 


' editorial which seems to reach uncer-

An Italian dramatist a few years 


ago wrote a play that he called 
"Characters In Search of An Au- 
thor." He introduced a number of 
characters who tried to find an au- 
thor who would put them into a 
play. 


Stiuthers 
Burt, 
novelist 
and 


short story writer, in a recent mag- 
azine, develops the thesis that the 
movies ought to go in search of 
authors for their own salvation and 
tnat they ought to do it with fear 
and trembling if they wish to re- 
main alive. Mr. Burt holds that un- 
less the movies place the author 
first and make him all important 
they are doomed. 


As things are now, according to 


Mr. Burt, the directing powers 'in 
the movies take the "Author ' be 
damned" attitude. The author is the 
only person who is loked upon" as 
of no consequence. At best he is re 
garded as a necessary evil and the 
average movie magnate feels ho 
can get along without authors bet- 
ter than without the camera man 
or even the janitor. 


That is the reason, 
Mr. Burt 


thinks, why the movies are not on- 
ly artistically bankrupt but are m 
danger of becoming financially so. 
He 'makes the assertion 
that in 


many large cities the movies are 
losing out and. that many movie 
magnates are seriously worried. 


How correct that assertion is I 


am unable to say. But Mr. Burl's 
general statement that 
something 


is fundamentally wrong and that 
the degradation of the author is the 
cause is worthy of most serious con- 
sideration. 


With the term "author" he does 


not mean novelist or short 
story*1 


writer transferred to the movies. 
are an art, he asserts, and they 
must be treated in their own nght. 
Movie authors must be developed 
from the ground up in exactly the 
same way in which novelists 
and 


short story writers are developed. 
That is, they must be able to give 
their lives and their hearts to it, 
and their souls must remain free. 
Great novelists and story writers 
are invariably free spiritually. They 
cannot 
be 
coerced 


They are not to be 
They are not to be placed in posi- 
tions of intellectual slavery to any- 
one else. They must be free and un- 
trammelled in their art When such 
conditions exist great fiction eomev- 
times results. There is no one on 
earth who can call great fiction in- 
to being through money or through 
anything else. 


The great movie can be called in- 


to being in no other way. It must 
be by a movie author, not by no- 
velists or short story writers, but 
the movie author must be free in 
the same way. The great 
mo-vie 


must grow out of his life and heart 
and soul, or it will forever rema'ii 
mechancial and puerils. 


The irovie author today IB tha 


least, important- person on the 'jlot" 
in the opinion of the producers. The 
magnates spend all their energies 
and all their money on the mechan- 
ics of their art, on photography, on 
light effects, on costumes. They ad- 
vertise pictures that are supposed 
to have cost millions, but usually 
they are futile because the one es- 
sential person has been left out of 
the combination — a great movie 
author. 


What the lack of an author does 


•anyone can, discover for himself 
almost every week, of the year, Emil 
Janniiigs is a great movie actor. 
In "The Patriot" he had a story 
that had distinct elements of great- 
ness. There was a story that had 
had an author, whose life Wood 
was obviously in it. During the 
same season Janings appeared in 
"The Sheet of Sin. His acting was 
just as great but the author had 
been left out of the play and it was 
too mechanical and futile for words. 


That happens again and again. 


Unless the" movie business give real 
authors free play, the chances are 
it will decline even as a business.
